WASHINGTON^— President Clinton’s 
budget for 1997 — at least a bare bones 
version — will be formally unveiled on 
, Monday, but the president and the country 
could certainly be excused for wondering, 
“Why bother?" 

A presidents budget is often declared 
dead on arrival by an opposition Congress 
intent on setting its own spending priorities, 
but Clinton’s new budget seems to be the 
ultimate exercise in futility. * 

While he is presenting a budget for the 
1997 fiscal year, lie and the Republican 
Congress arc still locked in stalemated talks 
_Qventhc-1996-spcmjing plan.-cvcn-thmigh- - 
■ the current budget year is one-third gone. ■ — 
“In a sense; ' the 1996 budget process is- 
being lapped by 1997. We have the runners 
for the previous race still 'on the track and 
the gun is going off for the new race," said 
Robert Reischauer, former director of the 
Congressional Budget Office. “This is un- 
doubtedly going to cause a tremendous 
amount of confusion." 

There's a simple answer why the president 
is producing a new budget: He is required by 
law to-suhmit-a-spending plan to-Congress— 
by the first Monday in Fcbninry^ that will 
cover the - fiscal'year starting the next Oct. 1 .

minimal requirements with a 1 5- to 20-page 
document that will sketch in broad outline . 
what his spending recommendations arc. 

The actual budget with line-by-line details 
won’t be ready until March 18. 

Administration officials say there won’t 
be any surprises. Monday’s budget will track 
the president’s last offer made in early Jan- 
uary in the marathon budget negotiations. .

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Family, friends mourn soldier killed in Bosnia

LAKEVIEW, Ohio — The 
television in the dimly lit room 
carried repeated reports Sunday 
of the death of Sgt. 1st Class 
Donald A. Dugan, the first U.S. 
soldier to die on peacekeeping 
duty in Bosnia. 

"He was a gotfd person. He 
was strong, strong-headed," said 
his ex-wife, Betty Dugan, sitting 
on n couch in the family rpom.- 
with their two children. . 

"He was a good father. He" 
was a good husband." 

"I don't understand why my 
. father is dead, because he was 
supposed to be over there keep- 
ing peace,” said 19-year-old 


Lisa Dugan. "I would likc.lBill 
..Clinton to explain thauo me.” - 
Her IS-ycar-old brother,’ Don- 
ald, recalled fishing trips with 
his father. 

Dugan, 38, of nearby Belle 
Center, was killed Saturday in 
northern Bosnia when he appar- 
ently stepped on a land mine. , 

He was the ninth alliance sole 
dicr to die since NATO troops • 
began entering the Balkans in 
.December.. More. than-40 sol- 
diers, three of them Americans, • 
have been injured, mostly by 
mines.

picked up an important clue the other day to 
the upcoming battle for Republican Larry 
Craig's seat in the U.S. Senate.

- One but of seven Americans fitfdlio'hcaUh insur- 
ance in 1994 and a growing number were depen- 
dent on public coverage such os Medicaid or Medi - 
care, according to an independent analysis, of the 
latest government figures.

Hailey voters 
to cast ballots 
on bond issue

HAILEY - Voters will decide Tuesday 
whether to build a new jail. 

The SI 1.8 million bond issue would con- 
struct a facility to hold 64 inmates,- -tr new 
sheriffs office and a combined dispatch 
center for city and county law enforcement. 

Blaine County officials say a new jail 
would put an end to crowding and legal 
challenges from inmates. The jail will cost 
$7.25 million to build; the remainder of the 
cost is interest. 

The county lias, failed twice to gather 
enough support for a new jail in the past stx 
yiars. Rcccntly^soaring property values 
have raised the price tag by S350.000 in the 
span of nine months. . 

Chris Ward, an opponent and former jail 
I employee, contends there are cheaper ways 
1 ““ to house criminals through modular dormi- 
tories or a second story addition to the exist- 
ingjail. 

Ward says the new jail will cost more 
. than voters think. A new office for the slier- * 
iff is wasteful’ spending, and the county • 

' would spend thousands of dollars to trans- 
form the old jail into.officcs, he said. 

Prefabricated jail plans are available for 
several million dollars less. Ward said.' 

“I just see the. costs going up and up and 
never stopping," said Ward, a full-time col- 
lege student who lives in Carey. 

Sheriff Walt Fcmling maintains that the 
current 24-ycnr-old facility wasn’t built for • 
expansion. Blainc-County, commissioners — 
have contracted with several consultants 
and architects to examine all options - and 
^they shy that building a new jail is more 
cost-cffcctivc over the long haul, he said. 

“Basically wc would be leaving our kids 
with a facility whercjhcy_.wouId.havc. .to 
—start over again," Fcmlfng said; "It is jusr — 
poor planning." . 

He cites the advantages of a new jail - it ' t- 
provides room to grow, meets federal 
requirements for handicapped inmates and 
ends legal threats by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

The' Hailey City Council decided not to 
allow the county to develop more parking 
space, and the county would have to buy 
land from nearby homeowners to expand 
the existing jail, Femlihg said. 

"People believe wc can just slap a second 
story on this building," Fcmling said. "That 
may be the truths but there have been a lot 
of changes in the building codes." 

"By running a multi-story jail", you 
increase your staffing, for both floors, 
which ends up costing more than the facility 
itself," Fcmling said. 

But Ward said the jail isn’t in any danger 
of further lawsuits because of standards 
developed following a court injunction in 
1994. 

The county has bought land near the 
Hailey airport for the new jail site, and the 
county Mill continue to hold bond elections 
until the jail is built, Fcmling said. 

Voters, rejected a jail bond issue in- 1990 
and again in 1991 County commissioners 
said roost voters were concerned that the 
county had not secured the land first.
